Daffodil bulbs should do well in any good fertile garden 
soil, since the flower bud is well developed at shipping time 
you can hardly fail to have good bloom. If needed you can 
use a complete chemical or any other type of fertilizer. 
Whatever you use spade it under deep, since the roots will 
go 12 or more inches deep. Plant large bulbs 6 or 7 inches 
deep, small slabs 4 or 5 inches. They may be left two, pos- 
sibly three years if not set too close. Always, if possible, 
let foliage become well matured before digging, and store in 
a cool ventilated place until replanted. Planting in early 
September will insure the finest flowers and best bulb growth 
to produce good bloom the second season.
